Lodg-es  in  the  United  States,  the  great  similarity  of  views,  as  regards  the 
-grand  niaso  lic  edi^ce,  which  the  correspondence  exhibits  as  existing 
among-  the  d'fferent  Grand  Lodge  in  this  Union,  shews  conclusively  the 
beneticia.1  ejects  which  must  be  realised  in  completing  tiiis  moral  super- 
structure. 

The  attention  of  your  committee  has  been  called  to  tlie  resolutions  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Hampshire,  upon  the  propriety  of  erecting  a 
ilVIonument  at  Mount  Vernon  over  the  remains,  and  to  the  memory  of  our 
late  disti  .•  iguished  Brotl^er  George  Washi  ngton.  Although  the  funds  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  will  not  justify  your  committee,  in  recommending  a  sum  com- 
inensura  t:  with  the  import  nee  of  the  subject  proposed,  yet,  so  fuily  im^ 
pressetl  are  your  committee  with  the  deep  interest  which  every  American, 
more  >  specially  every  member  gf  the  Fraternity,  must  feel  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  measure,  that  we  feel  no  hesitation  in  recommending  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions,  to  wit:
